That the Workmen are able in a dull Scafon of 
Trade, when Work is fearce, &c. to make their 
Wages as. comfortable asin a quick Time of Trade, 
woen their Hands are full, isnor to be ſuppoſed; for 
in the Clothing Tradr, as in other Employs, the 
Value of Labour bas its Ups and Downs, according 
tothe Demand there is for it, the fame as any other 
Commodity ; as for Inflance: On a Revival of 
Things, the Workman foon fees the agrecable 
Change, by a full Employ, and advanc’d Prices ; 
butif the Necefity of the Times require, and the 
Mafter advertifes bis Servants, that he can give but 
144. per Yard, inftead of 15 or 16d muft this be 
called Oppreffion, when at the fame time the Work- 
man ig at full Liberty to make the moft of his Labour 
efewhere ? — Again ; When the Workman has 
faifhed his Piece of Work, if the Matler pays him 
his agreed Price, what Ground of Complaint has the 
Workman? If the Mafter refufes to pay him, she 
Remedy is eafy, by an immediate Recourfe to the 
Magiftrate, who will always do Juftice to the Werk- 
maf. But if, on the contrary, the Workman has 
il-wrought that Piece, or felonioufly detain’d from 
the Mafter any Part of his Sruff, every fuch Mafter 
hasa Right to expect a Reparation to be fe:tled by a 
Magiftrate, unlefs (as is frequently the Cafe) the 
Workman (rather than have his Perfidies expofed) 
chufes ta agree the Damage with his ‘Mafter, at a 
fmall Allowance: But will this be called keeping back 
a , or opprefing an hired Servant ? No; ſo far 

it, that I am apt to believe, the Lenicy fhewn 
to criminal Workmen, upon [Injuries done their 
Mafters, has been a great Caufe of the feveral Riois 
and Infults made upon “em of late Years ; and am 
forced to conclude, that if the Clothiers, infféad of 
exprefiing this falfe Pity to the Perfons of fach Of 
— Teed profecuted them for Felony only, we 
had ere now got rid of the greatef} Number of thofe 
idle and immoral Wretches, that gencrally turn out 
the Ringleaders‘of fuch Affemblies ; and by this 
— fhould have had very little to fear from a 

00. 

As to the honeft and induftrious Part of our 
Work-People, we are fo far from confidering them 
as Slaves, 8c. that we conclude “em as ufeful Mem- 
bers of Society, -and net only the Riches of the 
Kingdom, but the Means of our Support. No doubr, 
but the Decay of Trade muft neceflarily affect them ; 
ind whilft thus, it cannot but beget an additional 
Concern in the Mind of every con(cientious Mafter, 
te fee his Workman in Difirefs, as well as himélf. 
And the Mafters are fo far from being of the Com- 
Plexion the Author fuggelts, by making the Dead- 
nefs of Trade to operare in the Ope on aud De- 
Rruétion of rhe Peor, that it’s well known, the Im- 
porerifhment of many reputable Mafters, is to be 
vcrib’d to their keeping on Bufinefs, without any 
other View, but their Fendernefs to the Poor, and 
only for theig Em tand Service. 

For my own Part, I dread to think what would 
_ have been the Confequence of Things in the Coun- 

try, had the Makers in general, who have been bur 
then’d with large Stocks of Goeds, beffen'’d their 

tades in Proportion, as Prudence might have di- 
ted : What then would have became of our Poor,

apply for the former, they are anfwer’d, 
That will tak the Price of their Wool, difable sheir 
Tenants from paying their Rents, &c. And ifa Re- 
duétion in the Price of Lubour is attempred, we are 
charged by out Author with Injaftice, and are faid 
hereby to be driving the Poor on to this riotous Me- 
thod of revenging themfelves upon their Mafters for 
their Oppreffions, &¥2. i 

Bur there is one Thing I am led here to obferve, 
as what muft affect the Poor much more than the 
Penny ger Yard abated, and contribute much more 
to the late Diforders, viz. That at the Time of the 
Rifing, there were (as I’ve been inform'd) not Iels 
than ‘60 or 70 Looms ftanding ftill, for Want of 
Employment, in that Neighbourhood. — And with- 
out fome Regard to be had for the Prefervation of 
our Foreign Trade, I defpair of fecing our Hands 
better filled ; tho’ I hops no one will interpret this 
jag. we fheuld be | 
glad, were ir in our Power, to extend our Trades, 
as well for our own, as our Workmen’s Advantage : 
For the Body of Clothiers never combined, that ever 
I cou'd learn, either to diftrefs the Goverment, our 
Land-holders, or the Poor. And here let me tell 
the Author, that the Body of Clothiers have me- 
riced a difference Sort of Treatment, than to be tra- 
duc’d as Tyrants, or vilified as Oppreffors ; tho’ I 
can fcarce help fmiling at the Weaknefs and Parti- 
ality of the Author, who, tho” he won’ allow of the 
late Method ufed by the Government io quelling 
the Infurreétion of the Werkmen againft us, yet is, 
and almot with the fame Breath, calling in the 
Aids of publick Authority to reduce the Mafters to 
Order, and to force them to do Fuftice, at haf for 
the future; who turther inffructs us, that botn Fu- 
fice and good Poliy require, that rich Oppreffors Mould 
be properly punibed, as well as poor Rioters. The 
Injuries and Scandal of fuch Hints, I fhall leave to 
every candid Reader. 

I proceed to remark our Author in what he feems 
fo very fanguine upon, viz. the Advantage we make 
of Trade.———I fha'l not expatiate upon his whim. 
fical and unapplicable Method of fertling, and af- 
certaining to the Publick, qwhat clear tk the CLtbier 
has, but give hima few Hints, which will partly 
ferve to let him into the Secret of our Gains; and 
if he has Courage enough to make the Purchafe, I 
will venture to infure him the Neat Produce en 
Pour-fifths of the Woollen Goeds now made, and 
that have been made for feven Years paft, in the 
three Weftern Counties of Wilts, Somer{et and Glou- 
cefter, for Firee per Cent. per Ann. on the Stock em- 
ploy’d in thofe Trades. Nay, I'll go further, asd 
engage to deliver him feveral Hundred Thouland 
Pounds worth of Woollen Goods, at Five per Cent. 
lefs than Prime Coft. 

Tho’ it’sin Juftice to the Srate of Trade, as we'd 
as the Charaéters of thofe Gentlemen of Worth and 
Honour, who are fo unhappy as to have any Concern 
in the Bufinefs of Cloth-making, and thereby cx- 
pofed to the Eavy of many, amd the Injuries of com- 
mon Fame, to divulge thefe melancholy, but real 
Truths, as likewife to remove thofe unjuſ Appre- 
henfions unthinking Perfens are liable to ‘aft tore 
from the Author's laying the Caufé of the late Tu 
mults to the Account of rhe Clothiers, or their Op- 








tthe Land-holders reflect, whofe Eftates, without 


urged, and Supported by great Numbers of Gentle- 
men out of Frade, who are bet acquainted with the 


Stare of the Woollen Manufaéturies in England. So 
that we are obliged to call upon the Author of this 
Eflay, to produce Facts, in Support of fuch a De- 
famation, of publickly retraG, and ask Pardon of 
the Gentlemen he hasthius publickly injur’d. 

I} come new to confider the Article of Trucking. 
Thia I own to be a Praétice not only illegal, but 
fcandalous, and injurious to Trade ; what is attended 
with worfe Confequences by far to the fair Trader, 
than the Workman that compiles with it; and what 
we fhould be glad to fee an effe@ual Stop put co. 
omnes But as we can’t call evety Thing {that's 
illegal) oppreflive, I am fully perfuaded that the 
Majority ot the Work-People, have no Réafon to 


Caufe of their Rifing, —— For as the Workmen 
knows beforehand the Difadvantages ot which he 


Quality of the Workmanflifp, accepted by fuch 
Mafters, generally repays him, with Intereft, for the 
Lofs he futlains upon fach Goods. | 

I would not be underftood here pleading for a Li- 
berty of paying in Goods, and heartily with out 
Laws were fo firiét, and the Execution of thofe 
Laws fo effc&tual, as would remove evety Ground of 
Sufpicion ahd Complaint on that Head ; for I an 
fatisty’d che Intereft of the fair Trader, as well as 
the Reputation of the Manuta@ture, confifts very 
much in preventing afl fitch clandeftine Methods in 
Working. And I am very plad to hear, thar a 4 
Body of Clothiers in the next * County, are ſo 
heartily difpofed and i d to put a Scop hereto ; 
but am afraid the Work-People are but roo well re- 
conciled to the Payments of their Trucking Maftefs, 
or they would have accepted the Offer made them, 
viz, That if they would but give in their Infotma- ; 
tions ageinf fach as made them Payments in Goods, 
the Clothicrs there would affift to carry on fuch Pro- 
fecutions at their own Expence ; and atthe fame 
Time they were promifed, not only a Security from 
fuch Payments in future, but Employment too, if by 
fucly Informations they were tutn’d out of Work. 
But, I fay, were the Author to confider this in his 
own Light, as an Oppreflisn upon the Workmen, 
yet it’s tupid to atfirm it rhe Caufe of the Rior at 





tleman upon whom Depredations were committed, 
ever made any other Payments, that ever I could 
learn, than in Money ; and if this were the Gaufe 


thofe who were Delinquents ? 

‘And to me it’s almolt as ridiculous to affitm, that 
the Oppreflions pretended to have been ia che 
Clotbizrs, could be a Caufe of thar riotous Affembly 
under any Light. Who will have the Front fo fay,

him from their Violences ; and it’s eafy to perceive, 
if they had not been feafonably interrupted, not only 
the Clothiers, bat every one elf would have been 
laid under Conrributions, and have fele she difmal 
Effedts of their Avarice and Violence,

Week each, to be levied by Warrant of Difire/s &c. | 
fhould have been-ape (if I had not feen thefe 
ti ings ina publick Ne«s-Paper) to have concluded 
them raher the Product of fome Inhabitant in Bed- 
loam, than @ Perfon who has his Liberty ; tor I 
think a fhav’d Head and a cool Apartment would 
betrer ſuit our Auchor’s Conftitution, who, tho’ he 
calle himfelf a Comnon-Senfe Writer, I find him as 
great a Stranger to Trade and good Senfe, as he is 
to Loyalty and good Manners. 

But Wharever unjuft Sentiments our Author may 
have entertain’d of the Clothiers, yer it’s above all 
fhocking to find, that fuch notorious Infults on our 
Laws, which are good and well calculated for the 
Support of Civil Sociey ; yet that fuch In‘ulee 
fhould even be defended, and rhe Infulters them- 
felves meet with open Countenance !
